Investigate 
Slaying Of 
Woman 
FORT WAYNE, Ind. (UPI) - 
A coroner’s report Thursday 
said Mrs. Rebecca Dever was 
strangled in her home here late 
Wednesday night. Police con­ 
tinued trying to establish a 
motive for the slaying. 
Mrs. Dever, 22, also had been 
stabbed, along with her two 
small 
children 
who 
were 
hospitalized. 
The victims were found by 
Mrs. Dever’s husband, Ralph, 
himself the object of a police 
search earlier this year after 
he apparently vanished for 
nearly two weeks. 
Police said they had identi­ 
fied a suspect in the slaying, 
but no arrest had been made. 
Investigators at first thought 
Mrs. Dever had been stabbed to 
death, but an autopsy showed 
that while she had been 
stabbed, death was due to 
strangulation, apparently by a 
rope. 
She was found fully clothed in 
her bedroom. 
Her sons, Michael, 18 months, 
and Mark, 3, were also stabbed 
in their beds. Michael was 
wounded critically. 
Dever was reported missing 
by his wife last February. Also 
missing was his sister-in-law, 
Lucinea Chester, 15. 
They showed up in Fort 
Wayne March 3, saying they 
had been job hunting in such 
places as Lafayette, South Bend 
and Crown Point. 
Police said they spent 2,000 
man-hours looking for the two 
after finding Dever’s car in St. 
Mary’s River here. Dever later 
told police he had left the car 
parked along the river after 
running out of gas. He said he 
and his sister-in-law traveled 
by bus to the other cities. 


The concept of "Careers Day” 
was developed by the Rush 
County Chamber of Commerce 
to serve two purposes.

The thirty 
careers that are the most 
popular are then chosen and 
local business and professional 
people representing those 
career fields are asked to meet 
with the students choosing 
each different career. 
Ken Pennington, Assistant 
Principal, said, “We were very 
pleased with the results of last 
year’s “Careers Day.” So much 
so, in fact, that we were very 
anxious for the Chamber to 
continue the program again this 
year.”

Federal Campaign Funding 
Bill Ready For Signature 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gress has passed a far-reaching 
campaign reform bill and sent 
it to President Ford. 
The most revolutionary 
changes under the measure 
passed by a 364-24 vote in the 
House of Representatives 
Thursday would be in the 
financing of political campaigns 
for federal office, especially the 
1976 presidential campaign. 
Under current practices, can­ 
didates raise privately all. the 
moqey they can and spend all 
they get. 


But the campaign, reform, bill 
would, allow the Democratic 
and Republican presidential 
candidates to receive no more 
than $20 million each and spend 
no more to get elected—wiping 
out the traditional GOP advan­ 
tage of bigger war chests. 
Similiarily, candidates seek­ 
ing their party nomination in 
the primaries could spend no 
more than $12 million, and $2 
million of that must be used 
solely for fund-raising.

Rep. David. W. Dennis (R- 
Ind,) today lit ted the amounts of 
the October payments to local 
governments from tthe U.S.

This October payment is the 
first quarterly instalment for 
the fiscal year of 1975. 
Rep. Dennis said the ORS 
computes the payments based 
on a complicated formula, using 
census figures, local, tax 
revenues and per capita in­ 
come. 
In the 10th Congressional 
District, amounts varied from a 
high of $478,489 in Delaware 
County to $17,356 in Union. 
Wayne and Madison follow with 
$367,587 and $363,903 respec­ 
tively. 
The total payments listed for 
all units in Rush County is given 
at $78,321, with all townships 
listed as receiving checks ex­ 
cept Rushville and Posey.

Ford Calls For Delay 
In Military Aid Cut 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford has publicly 
urged Congress to delay a 
“dangerous and misguided” 
halt in military aid to Turkey. 
Privately he has threatened to 
wreck the congressional pre­ 
election recess in a veto fight 
over the issue. 
Appearing at a GOP fund­ 
raising 
dinner 
in 
Detroit 
Thursday, Ford appealed to 
Congress to delay its aid cutoff 
for 60 days to allow' the 
administration time to seek a 
solution to the Cyprus conflict. 
The Senate already has 
agreed to the delay, allowing 
the aid to continue until Dec. 
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15. The House was 
it today. 
to consider 


Both houses of Congress had 
voted earlier to halt military 
assistance to Turkey on 
grounds that use of U.S. 
weapons in Turkey’s invasion of 
Cyprus violated American laws. 
Both the Foreign Assistance 
Act of 1961. and the Foreign 
Military Sales Act say U.S.. 
military aid can only be used 
for self defense. 
The cutoff would last until 
Ford certified that “substantial 
progress” had been made in 
Cyprus negotiations. 
The administration says Tur­ 
key will interpret the cutoff as 
a threat—negotiate or else—and 
this will shatter efforts to reach 
a peace agreement. 
In Detroit, Ford denounced 
the cutoff votes. “It is my 
unalterable conviction such a 
drastic change in our long­ 
standing 
bipartisan 
foreign 
policy would severely damage 
the national security interests 
of the the United States and the 
free world,” he said

Forecast Reduction In 
Soybean, Corn Crops 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Premature frosts sent In­ 
diana’s corn and soybean forecasts downward again 
Thursday, and the final crop production may be even 
lower. 
Hoosier farmers last year had a corn output of 
534,480,090 bushels and a soybean production of 135.1.35:000 
bushels. The latest forecasts are for a 27 per cent 
reduction in the soybean crop this year and a 22 per cent 
setback for corn. 
The latest forecasts are based on October 1 conditions 
and probably will go lower since two killing frosts and 
freezes occurred in Indiana October 2 and 3. 
After a September 23 freeze, it was estimated that 
Indiana’s corn and soybean losses this year would be $661 
million, the result of spring floods, summer drought and 
fall frost. 
The Agriculture Department «tím ales for October 1. 
placed Indiana’s corn crop at 418 million bushels, while 
the September 1 prediction had been for 445.5 million, 
The soybean forecast based on October 1 conditions 
was for 97,750,000 bushels, compared with an estimate of 
105,570,000 bushels based on September 1 prospects. 
The latest statistics gave Indiana only a 76 bushel per 
acre yield for corn and a 25 bushel yield for soybeans

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
The FBI said Thursday night 
two Elkhart men were in 
custody of Michigan authorities

and $1,000 in the general 
election. 
Organizations and groups 
could give up to $5,000 each in 
the primary, runoff, 
and 
general election to a candidate 
although there is no lid on what 
they can contribute to the 
national and state party com­ 
mittees 
But the bill would check these 
pass-through gifts. The national 
committee for example, could 
spend no more than about $3 
million on behalf of a presiden­ 
tial candidate. 
Nor are candidates them­ 
selves exempt from contribu­ 
tion strictures. A presidential 
candidate can give himself only 
$50.000; a Senate candidate 
$35,000, and a House candidate 
$25,000. 
The third and possibly most 
controversial change would 
place spending ceilings on 
Senate and House candidates. 
This provision has led to 
charges the bill favors incum­ 
bents because it takes huge 
spending, to knock off an office­ 
holder. 
The bill allows Senate candi­ 
dates to spend 8 cents times the 
voting age population or 
$100,000 m the primary and 12 
cents times the voting age 
population or $150,000 in the 
general election. An additional 
20 per cent could be used for 
fund-raising.

the citizens supporting him. 


What do you think of when you 
hear of Wales? Coal mines,, 
singing, Prince of Wales, Mobey 
Dick, All are a part of Wales 
except the last . Wales is divided 
into two p arts: North, Wales and. 
South Wales, I lived in North 
Wales in the new County of 
Clwyd (formerly called Denby) 
for two weeks. 
Wales and its people are very 
unique. Wales is a part of Great 
Britain, is bordered by England 
on the east, and Juts, into' 'the 
Irish Sea on the west side. The 
countryside is made up of green 
mountains, hills, and valleys. 
'The Welsh are the descen­ 
dants of the original inhabitants 
of Britain. The Britons were 
forced into the hill country by 
the' Saxons who invaded in the 
fourth century A.D. The native 
tongue of the Welsh is not 
English. Through the years, the 
Welsh, have clung, to 'their own 
language and culture. One third 
of the people living in Wales 
speak Welsh, and the language 
is becoming even more popular. 
Welsh schools are starting to 
keep the language more alive. 
The Welsh Language Society 
was responsible for having 
government forms and road 
signs printed in Welsh. This 
revival of the ancient language 
is due to the separatist feeling 
of independence in Wales. The 
Welsh feel that they have been 
neglected 
by 
the national 
government. Like Scotland, 'the 
Nationalist 
Party is gaining 
more 
and 
m ore 
support. 
Parliament now has two Welsh 
Nationalists seated. 
One thing that really bothered 
the Welsh is the creation of 
water reservoirs by the national 
governm ent. 
Thousands 
of 
Welsh acres and dozens of 
Welsh villages were flooded to 
provide the water for 
Bir­ 
mingham. and. other English 
cities. A radical militant group, 
the Welsh Free Army, was 
responsible for the destruction 
of a dam in. 'the late 66’*, The 
Welsh feel that they are giving 
their resources and land and are 
getting nothing in return. This 
Home 
Rule feeling is 
also 
popular in Scotland; but the 
Welsh figure that they are more 
entitled to Home Rule because 
they are more' distinct from 
England. Scotland does not have 
its own language. 
The ardent supporters of the 
Home Rule idea feel that they 
are being treated like “non- 
persons." An example of this 
can be seen in the Union Jack, 
'the National Flag of The United 
Kingdom, and in the Royal Coat 
of Arms. On the Union Jack, 
England is represented by the 
red, cross outlined, in white — the 
cross of Saint George Ireland’s 
Saint Patrick’s cross is the red 
“X" . Scotland is represented by 
'the blue field and the white 
cross of Saint Andrew. Wales is 
not acknowledged on the Jack. 
On the Royal Coat of Arms 
Shield, England is represented 
twice with three lions passant in 
the upper left hand corner and 
the lower right hand corner. 


Scotland’s red lion is in the 
upper right hand corner, and the 
golden harp of Ireland is in the 
lower left hand corner. Wales is 
slighted again — the Welsh want 
to be acknowledged as a 
country both symbolically and 
realistically. 
What really sets Wales apart 
from the rest, of the United 
Kingdom is the survival of the 
native Welsh language. In the 
two homes that I stayed, Welsh 
is the language spoken in. the 
home and community — if the 
person spoken to is Welsh. It is 
a language very unlike English. 
Some letters are pronounced 
differently. Welsh is in the same 
language group as Gaelic and 
Celtic. There' are two dialects, 
North Welsh and South, Welsh, 
and a “Proper Welsh" which 
hardly anyone speaks. The 
people speaking 'the South Welsh 
find it difficult to understand the 
North Welsh and vice versa. 
“Proper Welsh" bridges the gap 
between the two and is used on 
Welsh television, radio, and 
newspapers. I was surprised to 
discover Welsh "pop” music. 
The following are a few Welsh 
words used in the names of 
towns and villages: 
aber-river mouth, afon-river, 
bryn-hill, 
caer-fort, 
capel- 
chapel, coed-trees, cwm-valley, 
gwyn-white, llyn-lake, plas- 
mansion, pont-bridge, traeth- 
beach. 
The word “Welsh” is not a 
Welsh word-it is the word given 
by the Saxons to the native 
Britons. It is the word given by 
the Saxons to the native Britons. 
It means “foreign.” The Welsh 
word for Wales is "Cymru.” 
The first Welsh farm that I 
visited was in Northern Clwyd 
County. It was mixed farming — 
the same as 
it 
is 
almost 
everywhere else in Britain. The 
213-acre farm was planted with 
grass, barley, and oats. My 
hosts kept 300 sheep, 25 cows, 
and a few pigs. 
The farm was very near the 
Irish Sea-I could see the beach 
three miles away from the 
barley field. There were quite a 
few tourists in the area. Many 
were from England on holiday 
at the beach Rhyl. As a result, 
the town was cluttered with, 
amusement parks, bingo halls, 
and dance halls. 
While staying with the Evans 
family, 1 went to a steam rally 
in the 'neighboring county of 
Shropshire. These steam rallies 
are very popular in Britain. It

1 noticed many more non- 
agricultural steam engines at 
the rally. There were 
many 
steam trucks, steam rollers, 
and, steam organs. One feature 
of the rally was 
a parade of 
steam engines and steam trucks 
in an arena. Antique and vint­ 
age 'tractors, gas engines, cart, 
motorcycles,' and, buses were 
also present. 
On the second farm in Wales, I 
was near the beautiful, and 
famous town, of Llangollen. It is 
the site of the Annual Inter­ 
national Music Festival. Every 
year in early July, people come 
from all over the world to 
particiapte. 
I was in London the early part 
of July. One Sunday afternoon, 1 
went to Hyde Park, and in a 
corner of the park was choir of 
French girls who were also at 
the Llangollen Festival. 
One of the most fascinating 
places that I have visited was 
just down the road from where I 
was staying. It is called Plas Yn 
Pentre. After Henry VIII broke 
with the Church in Rome, he 
began the Dissolution of the 
Monasteries in the year 1536'. 
The Abbey of Valle Crucis in 
Denbighshire did not escape 
this. It now stands in ruins. Its 
grange, a farm which supports 
an abbey, is Plas Yn Pentre, 
and it has survivied. It was built 
in the Twelfth Century and was 
remodeled in 1634. The house is 
of the timbered frame, wattle, 
and daub construction. Wattle 
and daub consist of 
green 
nazelwood tw igs woven be­ 
tween the upright wooden 
studding. The spaces between 
were filled with clay, straw, 
dung, and hair. This resulted in 
a structure as durable as con­ 
crete. The Catholic residents of 
Plas Yn Pentre gave shelter and 
aid to hunted priests and 
laymen in, the times of per­ 
secution. 
Plas Yn Pentre has a small 
chapel used by the monks of the 
dissalutloned monastery... In the 
third floor attic is a concealed 
room with a blocked-up window 
which was used for celebrating 
High, 
Mass. 
'The attic 
also 
contains a priest’s hiding hole 
which can be locked only from 
the inside. The second floor 
rooms contain trap doors, 
hidden listening holes cut in the 
floor, and false floors that could 
conceal up to twelve people. It 
was in this false floor in 1834 
that two sculptured Alabaster 
altar panels were found. They 
were from the Valle Crucis 
Abbey. The cellar has an 
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unexplored, concealed passage 
and a fiase floor. Outside in the 
yard Is a Spanish Oak plan ted by 
Spanish Jesuits who had taken 
refuge there. Behind the house 
is a garden oratory used by the 
monks in prayer. 
The Llangollen area is graced 
with another noted landmark,, 
the Pontcysylite Aqueduct. 
Pon toy sy lite is Welsh for “the 
bridge 
that 
connects 
the 
village." It, carries the Shrop­ 
shire across 'the River Dee 
Valley. This structure was built 
by the gifted architect, Thomas 
Telford. Work began in 1.795, and 
it took ten years to complete. It 
is 1007 feet long and stands 125 
feet above the valley. 
The 
'trough that carries the canal 
water was made of cast iron 
with 
each 
casting 
having 
dovetail joints. The mortar for 
the 19 stone arches was made 
from, ox blood, lime, and water. 
When I left North Wales, the 
heather was starting to bloom, 
turning, all of 'the hillsides pink. 
It had been raining every other 
day. After may visit of two 
weeks, I left the land of Cymru 
which is the Welsh word for 
Wales.

STEERING THE GRAIN MARKET 
Persons still angered by recollection of the price- 
boosting effects of large shipments of wheat and other 
.grain to the1 Soviet Union last year probably will rejoice at 
the announcement that President Ford has persuaded two 
grain companies to cancel contracts for substantial sales 
of corn and wheat to the Soviet Union this year. 


But government manipulation of markets, whether by 
regulations or by “jawboning,” is not a pathway to 
ultimate solution of the nation's inflation problem. 
Ultimate control of inflation will be a complicated 
process, and no single step will do the job. But one of the 
necessary steps is to end government tampering with 
allocation of supplies of goods and services, with 
production of goods, and with prices and wages. 


The effort to discourage grain exports is intended to 
assure more fair domestic distribution of anticipated 
short crops, thus dampening the tendency of short crops 
to bring higher prices. That may seem good unless you 
happen to be in the business of grow ing or selling grain. 
But experience teaches that such government meddling 
usually aggravates the problem it is intended to relieve. 


For many years the government attempted to hold up 
the price and hold down production of wheat, among other 
farm commodities. During this time production was 
usually in excess of market demand and prices at the 
farm were usually weak, sometimes trending downward 
while prices generally were rising. 


We shudder at the prospective results of a prolonged 
government effort to' control distribution of wheat and 
other grains and to hold their prices down. 


We firmly believe that the best outlook for an adequate 
supply of wheat and other grains, at prices consonant with 
general economic conditions, lies in allowing production, 
allocation and pricing to be determined by the free 
market. The sooner the governnent can be set to moving 
in that direction, the sooner will come an end to problems 
of maladjustment between supply and demand.

The shoe has always been on 
the other foot during the 
political 
campaign, 
with 
Indianapolis Mayor Richard 
Lugar always having to defend 
rather than attack incumbent 
Senator Birch Bayh. 
It was not the way the cam­ 
paign was planned, nor was it, 
ex pec te d . 
Unanticipated, 
problems and events have all 
worked against Lugar and in 
favor of Bayh, with a twelve 
year voting record subject to 
close scrutiny. Bayh. had voted 
many times against the ex­ 
pressed opinions of a great 
majority of Hoosiers. . .been 
involved in free Florida family 
vacations.. .questionable Union 
real-estate deals in Washington. 
. .on the losing end of party re­ 
organization in Indiana. 
. 
.closely tied to 'unions 
and a 
candidate for a party with few 
funds. 
Lugar anticipated launching a 
devastating attack on the 
record, and amassed volumes of 
information for the campaign 
through 
exhaustive research. 
Announcing early, he had 
crossed the state, stopping at 
every cross roads to speak to the., 
smallest of audiences. 
/ 
Meanwhile, 
Bayh 
with 
national political ambitions 
much like Lugar’s, had spjnt 
little time in the state, with his 
family in Washington and" son 
enrolled in a private school. He 
had 
been 
unopposed 
for 
renomination, and expected to 
te busy with an impeachment 
trail, greatly limiting available 
campaign time. Then all the 
breaks starting going his way. 
Challenges for debate were 
issued and accepted. However, 
Bayh, the incumbent, was able 
to maneuver the field to play by 
his rules. 
Selecting 
news 
reporters, the foremat of 
questions and answers,, the time 
on a Labor Day weekend when 
many would be away from 
television, and consideration of 
future debates tied to un­ 
conditional acceptance of his 
rules. 
Even Bayh supporters ex­ 
pected to lose the debate, un­ 
derestimating their man. Lugar 
came prepared to debate the 
issues, only to spend his time 
defending against unexpected 
Bayh charges. Relaxed Bayh, 
smiling and jovial, was con­ 
trasted to a Lugar suffering 
from a bad make-up job to hide 
allergic reactions. 
Charging that contributors to 
Bayh’s presidential campaign 
had never been, reported, .Lugar 
was assured they were on file in 
the General Accounting Office, 
but why had he accused Bayh of 
being the “last of the big 
spender” when he had in­ 
creased 
the 
spending 
for 
Indianapolis by some twelve 
times what it had been before he 
took office? 
Taken by surpri.Be, ready 
answers were not available, and 
the 
debate 
was 
over. 
Discovering the names were not 
on file, at the next encounter 
Lugar called “foul.” Bayh 
replied the lists had been lost, 
but by that time it was old and of 
little news value. Bayh then 


asked why Lugar had been 
charged with 26 separate 
violations of the campaign 
finance laws after the Miami 
Republican convention, while 
he, Birch Bayh, had never 
violated any laws? 
Meanwhile Lugar had com­ 
piled the record, and had a long 
list of dry statistics on financing 
of Unigov, again old and not 
newsworthy. Who would listen 
to statistics on reduction of the 
outstanding bonding level, 
balanced unigov budgets for 
seven years, lower taxes and 
increased property valuation? 
Lugar had left the Nixon 
bandwagon early with a. speech 
in. South Bend, prior to the time 
most Hoosiers were willing to 
accept such a move. He has 
closed the gap in professional 
polls, and then 'Gerald Ford 
announced the full and uncon­ 
ditional pardon of Nixon, a 
result most citizens agree with, 
but timed too early for many. 
He announced an amnesty plan, 
emotionally charged, little 
understood, unpopular with both 
sides., and contrpversial. It 
caused the Lugar drive to lose 
momentum at a crucial, time in. 
the campaign. 
Then Betty Ford developed 
breast 
cancer, 
and 
was 
operated. Marvella Bayh, the 
best campaigner in the Bayh 
camp, was thrown into national 
limelight. She had endured a 
similar operations, active in the 
National Cancer campaign, was 
a friend of the Fords, and her 
remarks were well publicized. 
Lugar had dealt with the 
Indianapolis Police scandal 
with wisdom and courage, but it 
refused to “go away.” Marion 
County 
Prosecutor 
Noble 
Pearcy obtained grand jury 
indictments of two newspaper 
reporters. Bayh jumped to the 
defense of the press, with Lugar 
caught “ between.” Valuable 
newspaper 
space 
which 
traditionally would have been 
supporting Lugar was defending 
reporters. 
Lugar told me: “You have to 
play the ball where it lies, and 
this election can still be won.” It 
has been an uphill struggle all of 
the way.

FEAST OF HUNTERS MOON

Philosophy Of History 
But criticism of Chronicles 
along the lines suggested above 
misses the purpose of the book, 
Chronicles was not designed to 
be history in our sense of the 
word. It eas designed rather to 
be philosophy of history—the 
story of the Jewish kingdom 
narrated in an idealized fashion 
in order to illustrate how rightly 
to live and worship. The writer 
wanted also to show the om ­ 
nipresence of God and impress 
on readers that only through 
God can life have meaning. 
Chronicles has a cautionary 
purpose also which arises out of 
the circum stances under which, 
it was written. The Babylonians 
sacked Jerusalem in 586 B.C. 
and 
c a rrie d 
m any 
of 
its 
inhabitants into slavery. In 538 
Cyrus the Persian, conqueror of 
the Babylonians, allowed some 
of the exiles to return to the city. 
Although the people were poor 
and m iserable, they revivied the 
worship of Yahweh. But soon 
disputes over forms ot worship 
and cerem onies broke out 
between rival groups of Levi tes. 


Thenceforward over the years 
apparently much of the true 
spirit of religion and worship 
was diminished 'because of these 
p etty 
controversies. 
The 
Chronicler, who wrote about 350 
B.C., w anted to show 
his 
readers how noble and soul- 
filling Jewish worship had been 
in the golden past of Solomon. 
He doubltless hoped that this 
vision of worship in the days 
when Israel was great would 
induce the warring factions of 
Levites to settle their quarrels 
and purify their priestly func­ 
tions. 
Consecration Off The Temple 
Hence the detailed description 
of the consecration of Solomon’s 
Temple which we study today. 
The 
precious 
Ark 
of 
the 
Covenant was placed in the 
holiest part of the sanctuary— 
beneath 
the wings of the 
cherubim. Cherubim incidently, 
were strange winged creatures 
half man and half beast. They 
were a very ancient symbol of 
protection and played this role 
in many religions of the Near 
East. After the Ark was placed 
in its resting place the Levites 
sang 
a 
hymn 
to 
the 
ac­ 
com panim ent of 
tru m p ets: 
“ For the Lord is good, for his 
steadfast love endures forever. ” 
Then we are told that the house 
of the Lord was filled with a 
cloud which represented the 
spirit of God. 
The Reason For Worship 
What, if anything, does our 
present worship of God have in 
common with the worship here 
described in Chronicles? At first 
sight, very little. The wholesale 
slau g h ter of food-producing; 
an im als 
prescribed 
by 
Chronicles would seem to be an 
act of complete irresponsibility 
on the part of a people who lived 
dose to the subsistence level. 
M oreover, anim al sacrifice 
casts God in the sam e light as 
contem porary pagan deities—a 
despot who can be placated by 
blood and adulation. But in 
criticizing anim al scarifice we 
must again rem em ber that all 
people can conceptualize God 
only within the term s of th*.*r 
own culture and environment. 
If the concepts of God differ 
from age to age, all of us in the 
Judeo-Christian tradition have a 


com m on 
a ttitu d e 
tow ard 
worship. For all of us, worship 
m eans 
com m itm ent, 
com ­ 
munication, and joy. In our 
w orship serv ices today we 
express our commitment much 
differently than did the ancient 
Jews. We no longer regard 
w orship as adulation to a 
jealous God but an opportunity 
to com m unicate with God. 
Worship is not something we do 
to satisfy God’s needs;we do it 
to satisfy our own needs. And 
finally, today no less than at the 
ancient service consecrating the 
Temple of Solomon, worship 
creates a joyful spirit.

Q. What are triglycerides? 
A. Loosely speaking, triglyc­ 
eride is another word for fat. 
The fat in our foods and in our 
bodies is primarily a mixture of 
a variety of triglycerides. Dur­ 
ing digestion, food fats are 
broken down into, their compo­ 
nent parts which cm then be 
recombined to form the triglyc­ 
erides characteristic of our bod­ 
ies. The body also synthesizes 
fat from carbohydrates espe­ 
cially when caloric intake is 
higher than calorie expenditure. 
Several hours after a meal, that 
contains fat, the triglyceride 
level in the blood normally 
rises and then gradually drops. 
In some individuals, however, 
the blood triglyceride level is 
continuously high. This tend­ 
ency may be: inherited and is 
sometimes linked .to obesity, 
diabetes, and coronary heart 
disease. C ontinuously high 
blood triglyceride levels are 
moat likely to occur with a high 
calorie diet that is rich in carbo­ 
hydrates but low in fats. 
Ironically, a diet that is mod­ 
erately high in fat but restricted 
in total calories is used to treat 
a continuously high triglyceride 
level in the blood.

was away, b ut the third, afraid of 
losing the grant, buried his 
coins, called talents in the 
Bible. It earned him a stern 
scolding from the master. 
“I think the parable relates 
to the ability of people to 
receive the grace of God,” the 
soft-spoken minister said. 
“God gives us His grace 
according to our ability to use 
it. My frustration was how to 
make the parable real to the 
congregation.” 
Finestead decided to go back 
to the parable, and, dipping 
into his personal savings, put 
$1,000 in the church collection 
basket in September. 
The congregation was in­ 
structed. to take whatever they 
wished, secretly, in $5, $10 and 
$20 bills, and return Nov. 24 for 
a “day of accounting.” 
“Maybe some of the people 
are just spending it,” he said. 
“But I wouldn’t have done it if 
I didn't have a good concept of 
people and confidence in them. 
“There are always a few you 
can’t count on. But if people 
are asked to reach for the 
highest, they’ll come through. 
In a way, I bet $1,000 on my 
people. I’m not worried. 
“Sure 
it 
was 
a 
shock,” 
Finestead said of his act of 
faith in the congregation. “How 
often do you see $1,000 in a 
plate and. a person can take out 
whatever he can use? 
“There were one or two 
people who were nervous about 
it, but that makes the parable 
real. There are always one or 
two who will bury their talents. 
But others are out using the 
money.. Those who took it are 
responding.” 
The list of activities planned 
with Finestead’s money resem­ 
bles a basic course in inflation 
fighting. One man bought dog 
food in damaged containers and 
is reselling it. 
Young girls are organizing 
bake sales and boys bought 
supplies for such activities as 
lawn 
mowing 
and 
guitar 


lessons. 
The community will benefit 
from the experiment also with 
a chili supper put on by a 
couple who took a few billa 
from, the plate. 
And a local printer just took 
some cash but has dedicated all 
profits from wedding invitations 
back to the church. 
“One thing that upset people 
was where the money came 
from,” Finestead said. “Some 
had the feeling I dipped into 
church money just to demon­ 
strate a parable. That’s not so. 
I gave them my money.” 
Finestead, who doubles as the 
local 
police 
chaplain, 
said, 
feedback about the project is 
just starting to come in. 
But he said he is not worried 
about getting his money back 
and he expects a profit for the 
small church he 'took over in.
